County Sets New Service Guidelines 


A major overhaul of Orange 
County's methods and procedures in 
assisting its poor, aged and needy 
was in the political machinery this 
week, following a $10,000 evaluation 
report released two and a half 
months ago conducted by the 
University of California at Irvine 
Graduate School of Administration, 
which blasted former methods. 

Critical of Orange County's 
procedure in handing out taxpayer 
money revenue sharing funds, some 


Edward 
Backs 
Critical 


Edward P. Backs, son of a pioneer 
California family and Placentia’s 
great benefactor, is in a deep coma 
and failing rapidly, his private 
physician Dr. G. Wendell Olson, of 
Fullerton, reported Tuesday. 

Dr. Olson said that Backs, who 
with his wife Angeline Kraemer 
Backs have made the citizens of 
Placentia awards of their numerous 
gifts, is no longer responding to 
medical treatment but is losing 
ground to the ‘‘vicissitudes of 
advanced age.'' Backs is 78 and 
would be 79 March 30. 

Having entered a deep coma 
following two weeks in intensive 
care, his condition has gradually 
worsened and he is steadily weaker, 
Dr. Olson reported. 

Backs, who with his wife Angeline 
Kraemer Backs, another descendent 
of California founders, has bestowed 
lavish gifts on Placentia citizens, 
first entered Anaheim Memorial 
Hospital complaining of phlebitis 
and arthritis in his legs. 

Specialists were called in to 
administer to his ailments and for a 
time it was thought that he would 
recover, but his condition suddenly 
worsened. 


Local Areas 
Approved For 
insurance 


The U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development announced 
today that Placentia has been 
accepted into the National Flood 
Insurance Program. 

This permits individual property 
owners located in defined flood 
hazard areas in the La Jolla section 
south of Crowther Avenue and 
Atwood area south of Orangethorpe 
Avenue to buy flood insurance 
protection at federally subsidized 
rates. 

Since flood insurance is now 
available, the law requires that it 
must be purchased by owners of 
property in areas identified as 
flood-prone by HUD, in order to be 
eligible for virtually all forms of 
federal or federally-related financial 
assistance for building purposes in 
those areas. 

This would include FHA or VA 
mortgages, loans from the Small 
Business Administration, or loans 
from any federally-regulated or 
supervised banks and savings and 
loan institutions. Property owners 
would be ineligible for these loans if 
Placentia had not acted to join the

of which found its way into 
Placentia, the report spoke out 
strongly against ‘‘grantsmanship"’, 
in which applicants seeking 
taxpayer money were reported to 
present ill-defined programs with 
unreasonable claims. 

Also coming in for criticism was 
the scope of the programs and 
methods of evaluating their success. 

At stake was $3.1 million in 
revenue sharing funds which have 
already been allocated over the 
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county before a freeze was put into 
effect when the critical report was 
first commissioned. 

Another $3.3 million of the federal 
revenue sharing funds remains to be 
distributed, with the new guidelines 
issued last week and approved by 
the Orange County Board of 
Supervisors. 

The new tightened program will 
involve a $70,000 fund to provide a 
basic structure’ for future pro- 
cedures with two research analysts, 


staff and office equipment provided. 

The overall effort will entail such 
aspects as first determining the 
needs of people in the county and 
setting up priorities, which the first 
report highly recommended. 

These would be used as 
guidelines in allocating the social 
revenue sharing funds. 

The human services priority list 
included in the report specifies in 
order: general medical and health 
care, housing assistance for low and 


moderate income groups, informa- 
tion and referral services, child 
care-day care, job training and 
vocational rehabilitation, commun- 
ity-based medical care, drug abuse 
prevention, adequate food and 
nutrition for low income groups and 
delinquency prevention. 

Others are recreation and social 
programs for youth, legal aid, 
treatment for and rehabilitation of 
juvenile offenders, recreation and 
social programs for senior citizens,

Congressman Patterson 
Seeks Legislation 


Congressman Jerry M. Patterson, 
(D.-Calif. 38th), former Placentia 
City Attorney announced today, his 
intention to introduce legislation to 
carry out two important goals of the 
Democratic Caucus economic pro- 
gram: to lower interest rates; and to 
provide emergency housing for low 
income and middle income families. 

The legislation will direct the 
Federal Reserve to increase the 
money supply in the first half of 1975 
at an annual rate of no less than six 
percent. This will bring about an 
adequate supply of money and result 
in lower interest rates. 

‘In 1974 the Federal Reserve 
restricted growth to less than two 
percent. That action seriously raised 
interest rates and _ contributed 
significantly to the present reces- 
sion,’’ Patterson remarked. 

Under the proposed legislation 
credit will be allocated to, ‘‘national 
priority uses,’* such as essential and 
productive capital investment and 
low and middle income housing. If 
adopted, this improved allocation of 
credit will result in lower interest 
rates for these desirable uses and 
high interest rates for inflationary 
uses. 


Garden Grove 
Eyes Airport 


The Inter-County Airport Author- 
ity, successor to the Chino Hills 
Airport Authority, was in strong 
motion this week as it picked up 
another large city on its side of the 
ledger...Garden Grove. 

Action was taken by the Garden 
Grove City Council in a unanimous 
decision to further investigate 
joining ICAA with their City 
Attorney expected to present an 
agreement before the council on 
February 11. 

The endorsement closely followed 
that made by the city of Santa Ana, 
which in a split vote approved an 
alliance with the Airport Authority, 
adding a number of conditions and 
stipulations. 

Colonel John Lowman, Assistant 
Project Director of ICAA said 
Tuesday that the conditions are 
completely agreeable to _ the 
authority and that his office also is 
providing information to other cities 
in a general area in and out of 
Orange County who are requesting 
it. 

Mrs. Carolyn Ewing, Mayor Pro 
Tem of the city of Yorba Linda said 
she will urge her city council to seek 
help from Orange County Super-

visors in calling a meeting of north 
Orange County cities to present 
opposition to any plans to build an 
airport in the Chino Hills. 

Cities expected to be appraised of 
the action would include Placentia, 
Yorba Linda, Fullerton, Brea, La 
Habra and possibly Anaheim. 

Representatives of PATCH (Pre- 
vent Airport Through Chino Hills) 
headquartered in Yorba Linda, said 
that their organization is consider- 
ing legal action ‘‘at the proper 
time.’ One firm of attorneys 
confirmed Tuesday that they have 
been consulted by the group. 


George Hayward, PATCH board 
member, who spoke to the Yorba 
Linda City Council Monday night 
said that his group will be making 
appearances when further progres- 
sion of contracts is brought up 
before the Santa Ana and the 
Garden Grove City Councils. 


“We're going to scream and 
holler,’’ he confirmed. 

The last cities to join Stanton and 
Chino in the Inter-County Airport 
Authority may have caught 
dissidents by surprise as no 
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The proposed legislation will also 
authorize HUD to subsidize interest 
rates on FHA, VA or conventional 
mortgages to reduce mortgage 
interest payments from the present 
9-1/2 or 10 per cent down to 6 per 
cent.

This legislation will 
work to increase the number of jobs 
available as well as provide the 
means for young families to once 
again realize the dream of owning 
their own home.”’

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agreed upon, Burrell explained, but 
actual papers are in the process of 
being approved and signed. 

The industrial Park, which 
Moreland Development Company, a 
subsidiary of Union Oil, plans to 
build, will not proceed as originally 
proposed. The subdivision, variance 
and certain other development 
permits that Moreland Development 
Company received from the city of 
Brea, will all be considered void, 
Burrell stated. 

‘*Moreland is expected to reapply 
to the city of Brea for a new permit 
and prepare new environmental 
impact reports before any construc- 
tion is allowed,"’ Burrell explained. 

The homeowners association will 
suspend the lawsuit that challenges 
the approval of the industrial park 
and drop its challenge to a 
commercial zone on the corners of 
the property, (Imperial Boulevard at 
Kraemer Boulevard and at Valencia 
Avenue), Burrell added. 

‘The agreement has been put into 
rough draft form and tentatively 
accecepted by the attorneys of each 
party.’ Burrell continued. ‘‘how- 
ever, formal approval will have to be 
made by each party to the 
litigation."" 

Burrell said further that it was 
hoped the city of Brea might take 
immediate action on their agree- 
ment in executive session, possibly 
Tuesday night. 

The meeting of minds followed 
several months of effort on the part 
of the Placentia homeowners, who 
have gone through lengthy pro- 
cedures in Brea in protest of some of 
the conditions surrounding the 83.5 
acre industrial tract on their 
borders, but in another city. 

The court case followed in protest 
of the results. 


City To Negotiate 
For Paramedics 


Paramedics, a long debated 
subject in Placentia and an issue in 
the last city council election, may 
become an Orange County service 
for this city with its center at Fire 
Station 10 in Yorba Linda. 


A 14-page report submitted to the 
Placentia City Council bears the 
recommendation that Placentia 
cooperate in the county's Paramedic 
Program, which would not provide a 
center in this city, but would offer 
service from Yorba Linda. The city 
council approved the beginning of 
negotiations. 


Joining that program, which is 
expected to become operational in 
September, 1975, is expected to 
save Placentia taxpayers $113,755 
the first year, costing Placentia 
possibly $85,120 by contract. 


Other possibilities explored in the 
report would be for Placentia to 
develop its own program (one unit to 
become operational would be 
$198,875); continuing the present 
level of service (the city is now 
providing basic rescue services 
including cardio-pulmonary resusci- 
tation); a contract with the city of 
Fullerton; a contract with the city of 
Anaheim; contracting with he 
county, Anaheim and Fullerton; 
developing a joint program with 
Placentia-Linda Hospital; develop- 
ing a joint program with 
ambulance company; a_ joint 
program with Brea or hiring trained 
personnel. 


It was explained during the 
discussions that chief duties of a 
paramedic corps would be to report 
after fire and police units first arrive 
and to stabilize the patient by 
doctor's instruction and prepare him 
for transportation to the hospital of 
his choice. Paramedics would not 
provide the transportation. 


The county program would 
provide 26 paramedic units 
throughout the county with 5 minute 
response time average. Personnel 
must receive 16 weeks of training, 
and a population base of 60,000 to 


70,000 is necessary to keep 
paramedic personnel at peak 
efficiency. 


Combining Placentia and Yorba 
Linda would provide an appropriate 
sized population, but would give 
Placentia no local control over the 
program administration. 

A later contract for paramedic 
service might be advantageous for 
Placentia, the report points out, 
when Fullerton establishes a second 
paramedic center at Station No. 5, 
Yorba Linda Boulevard near State 
College. This is two or three years in 
the future. Presently Fullerton has 
only one paramedic unit to 
accommodate a_ population § of 
90,000. 

A contract with Anaheim also 
might be available in the future but 
Anaheim at this time does not have a 
paramedic program and estimates it 
is one to two years away. 

Disadvantages to the _ city 
developing its own program include 
the high cost, the amount of training 
time required for personnel and the 
fact the city is too small to properly 
accommodate the program. 


Another possibility suggested for 
future view would be to contract 
with the county, Anaheim and 
Fullerton for a more comprehensive 
program, but these services are not 
now available. 


Other programs not given high 
priority at this time would be a 
program coordinated with Placentia- 
Linda Hospital; a joint program with 
an ambulance company and one with 
the city of Brea, which currently has 
no program.

Mrs. Mary Dinndorf, Anaheim, 
Secretary of PATCH said in her 
opinion the Chino Hills Airport is ‘‘a 
rip-off of taxpayers money." 

‘The cost of the proposed airport 
has_ been mentioned as 
$300,000,000. This is the price that 
was quoted over 18 months ago. 
Today the cost wouldbe at least 50 
per cent greater. Who will finance 
this? 

“If an application for federal 
funds to make a study for an airport 
to be located somewhere in Orange 
County is made, the funds would not 
go to the sponsoring cities,’ Mrs. 
Dinndorf continues. ‘‘They do not 
have the authority to make such a 
study. They may obtain a planning 
grant to plan an airport at a specific 
site and the airport must be 
constructed in three years. 

‘If Chino Hills were chosen, the 
Orange County Board of Super- 
visors, the Southern California 
Association of Governments (SCAG) 
and the state of California would 
have to approve the location,’’ Mrs. 
Dinndorf claimed. 

Col. Lowman, speaking for ICAA 
said that when the authority finally 
selects a site for an airport that 
federal funds will be sought for the 
study. The ICAA is considering ten 
airport locations. 

A previous statement by Congres- 
sman Charles Wiggins declared that 
the group would not be eligible for 
FAA funds but Lowman said he 
thought funding for a study through 
that source would be no problem. 

The addition of the city of Garden 
Grove to the roster brings the fourth 
largest city in Orange County on the 
record, following Santa Ana, the 
largest. Anaheim withdrew from the 
Chino Hills Airport Authority after a 
change in city government, at the 
last election leading to the demise of 
that entity.

Sanitation District has 
awarded a $539,462 con- 
tract to Mark Dakovich of 
Brea for the construction of 
a sewer trunk line along 
Palm Drive beginning at 
Carbon Creek Channel and 
running to Kraemer Blvd. 

The one mile reach of 
thirty-nine inch sewer will 
serve to eliminate a sewer 
force main and pumping 
station located near Palm 
Drive and Cedarlawn Drive. 
and add capacity to serve 
areas in Placentia, Fuller- 
ton and Brea. 

The contract allows six 
months construction time

Small Claims Court Threatened 
To Collect $38.65 


An alleged unbusinesslike man- 
ner of conducting officiah city 
business led to an awkward 
confrontation Tuesday night, as city 
officials sought to take a former 
candidate for city council to small 
claims court for a sum of $38.65. 

The embarrassing series of events 
centered around the candidacy of 
Joshua White, 


White was the only one of seven 
candidates to sign for a candidate's 
statement of qualifications to be 
inserted in the sample ballot mailed 
out to voters. 

White said he signed a paper 
asking for a $100 deposit for the cost 
of the statement. The form also very 
nebulously ‘made him liable for any 
additional expense incurred in the 
printing of the statement, but White 
said that he was not aware of it at 
that time. 

After the election, White said that 
he was called to City Hall to view his 
extra qualifications statements 
which were left over. ‘‘There must 
have been between 1,000 to 2,000 of 
them,"’ he recalls. ‘‘The election 
was over, they were of no use then, 
but I remember I asked to take a few 
of them with me.”’ 

The remainder, he assumes, were 
destroyed. 

White said also that several 
people had complained to him that 
they had not received the statement 
in their ballots. 

The additional bill for the printing 
cost came still later, White recalls 
that he was simply asked informally 
for the additional money. 

White’s campaign committee and 
especially the treasurer asked for an 
itemized bill. 

This request along with a petition 
for a legal ruling was passed back to 
City Hall by White. Neither request, 
according to White, was fulfilled 
until December 18...more than eight 
months after the election...when the 
bill, without explanation was 
presented. However, the legal 
opinion his committee had re- 
quested as to whether they could, 
within the law, ask donors to 
White's campaign, who had already 
given the legal limit of $25. for 
additional funds, or whether they 
must solicit only from those below 
the limit. 

Thus, his committee and strong-

est backers, would be powerless to 
help him pay the left over bills. 

The next that anybody knew that 
the matter had proceeded further 
was when White returned to his 
apartment late Tuesday evening and 
found that he had been mailed a city 
council agenda. It was from that that 
he learned about the court case. 

White said he rushed from his 
apartment near the new City Hall 
and found the item on the agenda 
had already been acted upon. After a 
long wait, White was permitted to 
speak, but was not heard through a 
complete explanation. The council 
rescinded their previous action to 
take the matter to small claims 
court, by granting him two days 
grace. Councilman L. Jack Gomez, 
however, was unwilling to go along 
with the other members of the 
council and voted against the 
reprieve. 

The bill was paid by White's, 
campaign committee, whose checks 
require two signatures, on Thursday 
morning. 

Nelson Coleman, one of White's 
campaign committee members, said 
that he found the \city action 
impossible to understand. 

**We asked for an accounting of 
the bill and we_did nect\receive a 
thing until December 18. We still 
have not received a legal opinion of 
our perogatives in collecting 
additional monies and we still do not 
know why the bill was $138.65 
instead of $150. or $200 or some 
lesser amount.”’ 

White, who is well known in the 
city, having founded the local Jaycee 
chapter here, served as_ vice 
chairman of the Placentia Tomorrow 
committee and is a deacon in the 
Presbyterian Church. He said he 
was most startled that no one in City 
Hall had apprised him of the 
impending court action. 

“‘Why didn’t they extend the 
courtesy of a phone call that this was 
being placed on the ‘agenda?’’ he 
asked. The agenda had been mailed 
to him the day before the meeting, 
scarcely allowing him time to receive 
it, he pointed out. 

White said that his arriving home 
in time to read the agenda had been 
something of a happy mistake. °

as governor of California. He flew 
back late Monday in order to attend 
a 7:30 a.m. breakfast at the Garden 
Grove Community Church Tuesday, 
launching the March of Dimes Week 
of Concern, for which White is 
Orange County chairman. 

He also appeared on a _ local 
television show Tuesday and had 
appointments through the day. He 
said that he was so tired Tuesday 
night that he rescheduled a late 
appointment to go home and rest. 
And he found the agenda. 

“‘Thad no intention of going home, 
but I was just too tired to work any 
longer.”’ 

White said this week he was also 
appalled to find that while the city 
had not made a payment on the bill 
attributed to him, although the city 
had $100 of the money for 11 
months, he as also surprised to find 
that the city had not paid for the cost 
of the other city-wide election 
printing bill which amounted to 
$2,290.58. 

Frank Dunnavant, Finance Dir- 
ector for the city, who was placed in 
charge of collecting the bill says: 
‘Josh was given adequate notice. 
Our office was in no way wrong in 
what we did." 

A first letter was written to White 
on May 2, 1974, Dunnavant said, 
informing him of the amount owed, 
but no statement from the company 
was enclosed. 

The next correspondence was on 
December 17, 1974, informing 
White that the matter would be 
taken to the City Council at the 
January, 1975 meeting, but no 
mention was made of court action. 
‘*He had three weeks to contact me 
if he was concerned,’’ Dunnavant 
said. ‘‘He could have come in and 
inquired."’ 

Dunnavant states that White did 
not ask for a billing statement. The 
additional charge for the printing, 
Dunnavant says was caused by the 
length of White’s statement of 
qualifications. White appears not to 
know this even now. 

“I have a motto in my office,”’ 
White recalls. ‘I guess that is really 
what is responsible for my leaving 
work to go home to find the agenda. 
The motto says ‘In all thy ways, 
acknowledge Him and He will direct 
thy paths’."’

School Bond 
Meetings Set 


Information sessions a- 
bout the $20 million school 
bond election scheduled 
March 4 will be held at six 
elementary schools in the 
Placentia Unified School 
District in the coming week. 

Sponsored by the Citi- 
zens School Bond Commi- 
tee, the sessions are 
designed to inform voters 
about the need for bonds for 
building schools and to 
prepare volunteers to work 
in support of the issue, 
explained Tom Blinn, coor- 
dinator of area activities. 

Meetings already sche- 
duled included one at Ruby 
Drive Elementary Monday, 
with others at Van Buren 
Elementary on Thursday, 
Feb. 6; Sierra Vista on 
Monday, Feb. 10; Glenknoll 
and Wagner elementaries 
on Tuesday, Feb. 11; and 
Brookhaven Elementary on 
Thursday, Feb. 13. All 
meetings will be at 7:30 
p-m. 

“This is an_ excellent 
opportunity to find out what 
the school bond question is 
all about,’’ Blinn said. 

The bond campaign 
chairperson from each area 
will be at the meetings, 
along with a member of the 
central coordinating meet- 
ing. 

The Citizens School Bond 
Committee hopes to hold 
information sessions in 
each elementary atten- 
dance area in the Placentia 


Unified School District. 
Speakers are available to 
talk to any community 
group on the issue, and may 
be contacted by calling the 
chairman of the speakers 
bureau, Jim Leonard, at 
524-6415. 

Passage of the bond issue 
will assure the fast-growing 
school district of adequate 
construction funds for the 
next five years by permit- 
ting district participation in 
the State School Building 
Program. 

Under the state program, 
the local building tax rate is 
held to an average of 
80cents per $100 assessed 
valuation, the rate local 
patrons have been paying 
since 1962. The district 
currently is obligated to pay 
the 80-cent rate through 
1988. The additional $20 
million bond authorization 
would continue it through 
1993. 


“With this district's 
average growth of 1,066 
students a year since 1963, 
it is extremely important for 
parents to know the 
necessity of passing the 
bonds to avoid crowded 
schools in the very near 
future,"’ Blinn said. 


‘The bond program is a 
good deal for local taxpay- 
ers and an_ absolute 
necessity to continue the 
quality education we want 
for our children,’’ he added.

Firemen Answer 330 Calls 


The Placentia Fire De- 
partment recently released 
ifformation regarding the 
second quarterly report. for 
Fiscal Year 1974.75, 

' According to Chief James 
Sims, the department re- 
sponded on a total of 330 
emergencies. Twenty five 
of these responses were 
classified as structural 
fires. 

One of the most signifi- 
cant structure fires oc- 
curred at 350 East Orange- 
thorpe causing an esti- 
mated $8,000 loss to 
buildings and contents. 
Another structural fire 
occurred on Dunn Way 


when an explosion and fire 

occurred, causing as esti- 

mated $70,000 damage. 
The. most serious fire 


occurred on December 26th’ 


at 116 W. Santa Fe Avenue. 
This fire caused two 
persons to lose their lives. 

Chief Sims indicated that 
the loss factor was down by 
41 per cent as compared to 
this time last year. The total 
estimated loss this time last 
year was $265,992; how- 
ever, this year to date the 
estimated loss is $155,965. 

The department respond- 
ed on other type calls such 
as: grass and rubbish--36; 
vehicle fires--12; false 


alarms--40; accidental a- 
larms--16; medical aids--94; 
resuscitator calls--30; ser- 
vice calls--72 and alarms out 
of City--3. 

Again, Chief Sims calls 
attention to good, safe 
practices around the home 
or business as extremely 
important to the safety of 
life and property. There are 
several good warning de- 
vices on the market that will 
sound .an alarm when 
sensing smoke. Many of 
these devices are approved 
by the State Fire Marshal 
and recommended by the 
Fire Department, the Chief 
reports.

This man is just one of the 
people who come with little 
money but strong and eagor 
bodies, willing to work at 
the most menial of jobs to 
gain a foothold in this 
country. They have a 
dream. No one denies their 
stoic courage, nor their 
willingness to accept all 
manner of abuse. 

You see them on Friday 
night, at the local post 
office, dirty and sweaty 
from toiling in ‘the fields, 
with their meagre week's 
earnings clutched in their 
hands. They wait patiently 
to buy a money order and 
send it by registered mail 
back to their families who 
wait for this, their sole 
contact with the man of the 
family. 

Many responsible offi- 
cials are calling these 
people dangerous. I don’t 
see it. I see the social 
ramifications of this alien 
with his dreams; the drain 
of American dollars to 
Mexico, the unwillingness 
of the aliens to report 
crimes or be a witness in the 
court room and it is true that 
he may usurp the job of a 
citizen. Yes, these are 
problems. 

But as the Fiddler on the 
Roof would say, ‘‘On the 
other hand..."’ 

These impossible aliens 
with their impossible 
dreams fill jobs most 
Americans would not consi- 
der taking. Stoop labor and 
hot, heavy jobs in steel 
foundries are among their 
normal occupations.
